Mr. Orr proaunted the pstition of 
Ladner, ' McNooley and otliors, to con- 
struct a railway from Popcum to Ladnera, 
Mr. Bakor asked leave to withdraw the 
potition of A. T. G.alt and others for tho 
privilogo of cnnstructing a railwhy in 
Koutoiiiiy us thu jiroraoterB desired to 
iiinko further Hurveya.

Mr. [lii;i;iiiH moved, Hocouded by Mr. 
Croft, thut a res]iectful address bo pro- 
.sunted to liia lioiior tho lieufceiiaiit- 
goveriior, prayiiii.! that a return lie sent 
down to this huuso of ,'kll timber lands 
alienated by the provincial government 
from the doto of the various acts relating 
thereto cominj,' into force to (ho present 
•late; {giving the hicatimi and acreage so 
alienated; the naine.4 of the parties by 
wiioui tho said lands were uc<]uired; and 
the niiiues of tho parties by whom they 
are now held. 

The honorable mover said ho was awaro 
that much uf the infurniation he asked for 
was nut obtaiii.-iblo, a!id he would not 
presu for the n.-inies of pr.rlicj tliat could 
not be seciHud wiliioiit niiicli trouble, 
Tlio inipre.sKiiin liad youe al)road that 
parties south of the line, and speculators 
and grabbers h.id induced impecunious 
an irresponsible per.son.s to lend their 
names so that the ]iriiicijile of the acts 
mii^ht be evaded and the liuids, ho soon as 
secured, jiaHueil over to the person wliu 
Htuod ill the liackgri.iuiid. Ho was glad 
the govenitnont would dual with tho 
matter and alter un act under, which nmch 
uf the timber lauds that weie accessible 
by rail, river and coast were being rapidly 
alienated luul lucked up. But before the 
houHO eoidd deal iiitelliyently with tho 
inuasuro proposed by the government they 
must have nA nmch of the duia askod for 
by this resolution na possible. 

The Attorney-Cioneral repliwd that tho 
goveniiuent wmdd bring duw^u all the in- 
formation they could on the;8ubjeot,,J>ut 
thoj' could not givo a return of all the 
timber lands alienated. 

Mr. Beaven said if the gorornment 
could nut give what was asked for the 
resolution sliould be anieniled. 

The mover .said tliero was no necessity. 
Tlie roBolutiou did not ask the goTem 
meiii to attempt impossibilities. Besolu- 
lion carried.

Mr. Beaven, to a point of order, said 
clause 28 of the rules ;ind orders jirovided 
that "no Jirgument or ojiiiiiou shall bo 
offered" in asking a ([ue.stion. 

IMr. Higgius had heard of liair-splitting, 
but this was tho moat reiuarkahle in.stance 
of it he had overseen. It was not his 
fault if any of tho interrogation points in 
the (u-iginal resolution had been omitted 
in the printed copy before the liou.se. 

Mr. Speaker said tho same ]ioint had 
been freijueiitly brought u|) in the Inuise 
and it had been decided that it was pro- 
ly taken according to the rules of the

OOVKR.NMENT HOUHB EXPKNDITURR. 

Mr. Higgins moved that a reR])ectful 
address be ]ireacnted to his honor the 
lieute7iant-;^'ovci nor, jirayiug that a return 
be sent down to this house of all ex- 
penditures on account of government 
house, from the date of confederation to 
tho 3l8t Pooonibjtr, 1886. . . 

The ihpn; ..raoTer thought" that before 
the estimates were considered the house 
should have the inforiuatiuu askod for in 
the resolution. There was an idua that 
tho vice-regal palace was costing this 
prorince a great deal more than it ought 
to— thaii.it was worth, and it might yet 
become a- question with lion, members, 
whether the preient establishment might 
not be closed nnd a less expensive one es- 
t-ablishetl. Tlio Doiniuiun govorinnent 
ought to know, if tiioy did not, that tho 
cost of living in liritiah Columbia w.-is 
much greater tliau in Manitoba, Quebec 
or (Jntario, .•uid that a salary which was 
more than ;uii|ile there was iiiadoiiiiate 
here, Jfe luilieveil t,hat the returns askod 
for by the resohitioii wiudil staggar this 
house and lead hon. iiieiiibers to the 
ojiiniou th.'it if tin; Dominion government 
desire to mainUiin govemiuent house in a 
■tate of splendortliat the Dominion govern- 
ment should defray tho cost thereof, and 
not call on this house to HU|>plemeiit the 
inadenuato salary provided by gr;ints 
whicli in Vho ag^'regale were far and away 
bevond the VieiietitH eouforrud. 

Mr. Thompson seconded. 

Thu honorable minister of finance said 
thu infonnatibn could all be obtained from 
the public accounts. Rosulution carried. 

RETURNS ASKED FOR. 

Mr. Orr moved, seconded by Mr. 
Lndiior, that a respectfiil address be 
presented tji his liuiior Uie lieutenant- 
governor praying tliata ciijiy of all orders- 
in-council, and .dl notices of reservation, 
and notices of the t ancclling of reserva- 
tions and , -ill corresjiondonco between thu 
provincial and Donitnion goyemm^ts in 
my w.iy relating lo tho reservation of the 
lands and towiisite of (iranvillo lying to 
the west of wiial, is known as the north 
road to i5un-ard Inli^t, in the district of 
New Westminster, to tho province of 
liritish t-'olimibia. 

'I"he attornoy-geneml hod to confess 
that tlie resolution was somewhat unitel- 
ligilile. Tho notices of tho reservation 
liad already been pnhlinhed, and as for 
correHponilencfi, tluue was none. 

Moil. Mr. KobsoM saiil this matter was 
put in a vtiry hazy way. Tho iiremier had 
already (ixplainocl tiiis matter very clearly. 
The Dominion not having built tho lino 
of railway any further timn Port Moody, 
had admitted that they had 'nothing to do 
with land w-ost of that )ii)int. 

Mr. Beaven said it was no answer t(< 
the ipiestion to say that the notices had 
appeared in tho Uovorninont Gazette and 
public press. Wliat his liimorablo friend 
wanted was oflicial iiiforni.-ition. The 
govuniment certainly was in jioasesnion of 
Bonio information on the subject. 

Tho govern m t ilt had no oajoction to tho 
passing of tho resolution, which itassud 
accordingly.

V. Wohl) Breaks Through tlie Ice" and ig ' 
Drowned— Indians Give a Strange Account 
of a Dead Body In their I'ossesslon. 

(Special to 'I'liic C'oi.oNis-r.) 

New We.st.\iinsteb, Feb. 7.— Tho .skat- 
ing on the Fraseris excellent and crowds 
of people turn out daily to enjoy it. 

This iiftonioon Mr. F. Webb, with two 

iiiilKinions, left the city with the intcn- 
ti(jn uf going to his ranch on the North 
Ann. All three w ent together on tho ice, 
iiut when opposite the shipyard tlioy 
separated, Webb declaring he would take 
the i)assage south' of tho first island. His 
com|iaiiioiis did all they could to persuade 
iiim to take tho other ch;jinel as the ice 
about the upper end of the island was evi- 
dently unsafe. Webb w-ould not bo 
turnud from his jiurjiose, however, and 
his couijianiona left him. Ho soon reached 
tho bad ice, broke through two or throe 
times and finally went under and was 
drowned. His companions nt once came 
ashore and witli an Indian iirooeeded from 
the shipy/u-d -with a cjinou, dragging it 
over tile icu, and siicceedeil in securing 
the body with a boat luiok. Deceased 
was engaged with Messrs. Eweii & Wise 
in tho cannery business on tho Eraser and 
was about 35 years of age, and had no re- 
lations in this conntrj'. Ho owned a 
nuich on the North Ann. 

This morning \V. C. Ilobson, a stage- 
driver between hero and Port Moody, 
while on his way to thai place met a party 
of Indians drawing on n sled what he nt ' 
first supposed was a dead deer, but on 
looking closer at thu object ho saw a 
human hand sticking out from under tho 
bl.n.nkel which covered it. On impiiring 
of the Indians what they wer« dragging, 
thuy reiiliud that it was a dead man bo- 
longing to Lytton. They said ho had 
been frozen to death, and that they had 
bi^en searching for him some three or 
four (lays, lie iiuiuired of thein if they 
int ended taking the body t<j New Wust- 
ininsler; tlujy answered "no," that thoy 
were going to Port iVIoody. Ilobson then 
went on his way to Port Moody, but the 
Indians did- not folhiw him to Port 
Moody, as thoy had stated they would. 
On his way back to this city, about 11 
o'clock, he learned that thoy had proceeded 
down the North Road toward tho Inlet. 
When he arrived nt tho sjiot where he liad 
met them ho tied his liorsea and followed 
their tracks into tho woods, and discover- 
ed tliat thoy had evidently taken the 
corpse out of a hollow cedar Rtump a short 
disUuico from tho roiwl..

that the fishing vessels of the United 
States are denied the enjoyment 
of any riglits secured to them by treaty or 
law, or are subjected to uujiist discriiiun- 
ntion. The Senate bill has since buun re- 
ferred to tho house coinmittoo on foreign 
allairs. In that body some opposition to 
hasty action ujjon the meiisiu'e has been 
developed, and it is probable the house 
will nut bo carr-'o 1 away by the excitement 
which showed iiself in tho senate dobiitos 
upon the nieasure. Wliile the (piestioli is 
thus pcniling in tho house connnittco the 
groat tiuancial review to which we havu 
alluded thinks it may be worth while to 
direct attention to the oxtriiordinary giant 
of power over tho commercial relations of 
Canada and tho United States given to 
tho president bj' this bill, and to tho com- 
paratively insigniticnnt jiosition which tho 
trade in fish makes in the total trade of 
the two countries. The bill gives t he presi- 
dent power to prohibit the entry into the 
United States nut only of fish, but of "any 
other product" of Canada, or "othergoods" 
coming therefrom to the United States, 
and to apply this ])rohibitiiiii "to any p.-irt 
(U' to all" of those subjects, thus giving 
him virtually absolute control over tho 
whole commorco bet-ivoen the tv,-o eoiiii- 
trios. 'I'liis is a grant of |)ower over the 
property interests of a large number of 
people which nothing but tho most on- 
treme circumstances can justify, in spite 
of the conlidence that a particular execu- 
tive will exercise that power with a sfiiind 
discretion. In connection with this 
branch of tho subject it will ho of iiileiosi 
to know what part tho trade in lisb pl.ays 
in the commerce between the I'nited 
States and Canada. In order to indicate 
this with some dofinitonoss wopreaoiit \v- 
low some coni]iarat ivo statistics of Ihi' 
trade witii Caii.aila during recent ye.iis.

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CANADA'S GEEAT mGlIWAY. 

The Caaadlau Paclilc RailtVay Ulauusscd In 
; Lj ili^the London " ljuiirtcrly Ecvlow "—How 
it Contributes to tho Uulty and 
Welfare of tho Empire, 

London, Jan. 17. — Tho article in the 
Quarterly Bevieui mi the political history 
of the constructioM of the Oanadiari Pacific 

• railway is very accurate. The reviewer 
states that tho railwiiy iaroally tho history 
for a tinio of Canada ituulf, and iu iatiiu- 
ntoly associated with the futuro of tho 
British Empire. It cluiins couHidovation 
in respect of its imperial aud commercial 

■ value. Tho railway has made Canada and 
the i'acilio coast, and had enabled the gov- 
ernment to put down tlie Riel rebellion. 
Tlie moat interuHtinj,' i)ortion of tho article 
to Canadians is tho reviowor's remarks on 
the opposition policy. His strictures arc 
very severe. About tlie time tho Macken- 
zie cabinet foil in 1878 tho aktitudo of tlio 
liberal party underwent a change. Tho 

' liborali said that to carry out the coun- 
try's obligations te British Columbia was 
impoBsiblo, and would impose financial 
burdens absolutely ruinous in their op- 
pressivness, and that the idea of a railroad 
from ocean to ocean, entirely avoiding 
foreign aoil, must bo relegated to tlio dim 
future. The result to tho country of tliis 
sttango perversity was bad. Tho incom- 
ing pabinefc was thwarted by the

and was driven' to revert to the original 
plan of an indopendent oomjiany. The 
. governiiiont turned ta tlio gontlumou who 
had made tho >St. I'luil, Minuoa[)olia, and 
Manitoba railway Huccuasful and induced 
them to undertake tlie work. Sir Chiirles 
Tupper introduced a bill, in 1881, to carry 
oat the agreement, and appealed to the 
opposition to unite with his supporters ui 
If bringing tho great national work to a 
triumj)hant and satisfactory conclusion. 
The appeal failed. Tho opposition missed 
the opportunity of adopting ;i course cred- 
itable to themsulvus and adviinttkgeous to 
the country. Their cajjtious criticism on 
the subject has not redounded to the repu- 
tation of the opposition as patriots or 
statesman, while the tactics they have 
pursued have dono nuicli abroad to shako 
the credit and tlio posifioii uf tho colun^'. 
The resolutions, liowcvcv, were jiaaged, 
the promoters subscribod a iiiilliuu, and 
work was begun in thorough earnest. 
The details of the construction /are well 
known. The reviewer jioints out the ad- 
vantiigcH ofl'orod by tho mad for tho cun- 
veyanco of tho I'licilic and Atlantic mails 
to and from Japan, China and Australia, 
keing under one management from spa to 
sea. The question

can be answered in tho atlirniative. It is 
now earning a substantial amount in ex- 
cass of the fixed charges, a result astonish- 
ing and gratifying to the shareholders. 
The fixed charge.i will not increase for 
some time, and the tralHu rooeiiits will at 
the worst show a largo dovolopiiioiit. Tho 
financial auccnns of the roatl .seems to bo 
assured. Canada i.s already roaiiiiig a 
good return for the sacriticcs she has made 
and Enjrland cordially hopes her expecta- 
tions will be fulfilled, inasmuch as tho 
work deeply intorest.s the mother country. 
The great Northwest has been opened up 
to immigration, where millions of iicres of 
whoat-prtKhicing land await settlors. No 
longer need Canada's sons go to the United 
States to make a now start, nor need emi- 
gration from England drift to New York. 
The railway has solved the Indian ques- 
tion. It has o[)uned up vast coal fields, 
stimulated tho iniiiiiig industry im Lake 
Superior and olsewliore, and promises to 
"establish a largo reeiiinnal trade with 
'■i.lfr Australia. Yet more far reaching results 
will afl"ect Englisliiueu the world over from 
the new oceanjfBsrvice. projected by the 
Dominion goveniment which may well bo 
called 

"thk accelkuatki) mail .SKUVIC'K." 

* Halifax is to be reached in five days and 
a half from Queenstown, and passengers 
will reach tho Pacific coast in eleven days 
from London. Tho Canadian government 
has proj)08ed tho construction of steatiiors 
to bo used as cruisers on the Pacific soa-s 
in view < 1' tho relations of England witli 
China, aud her loss harmonious relations 
with Russia. The matter is of very great 
impibrtanco-to the ^empire, iind England 
should not at a critical moment bo weak. 
Tho railway is of str.vtegic ini])ortancu to 
tho oiiii)ire and allbrds a new route to In- 
dia, if the Suez canal slunikl bo blocked, 
preferable to the. Cajio route. Military 
and naval stores can bo forwarded and 
transports sent more ipiickly. In case of 
war the wheat supply of Imlia and Russia 
would be stopijiiil liy the old routes, but 
England eould ol)t:iiii her Iii<liiin supplj* 
thriMigh Caniiilii by railway as well as a 
large and evor-iiicieasiug supjily of Cana- 
dian grown cereals. The road is alieady 
being used by the British government, 
which has established stores at K«(|ui- 
malt. It is i)roli;iblu lh;U, llie mail 
service from London to Australia via 
Canada can lio made in thirty-two days. 
In conclusion, tho reviewer say-s that Can- 
ada, by the railway, has contributed to 
tho welfare and unity of the empire aini

Trustee Walker thought each particular 
case as it occurred should bo dealt with 
but that a slur should not bo thrown on 
all the teachers by the passage of a resolu- 
tion of that kind. 

COM.MirtEE's REPORT, 

A special committee reported that the 
floors of the main building of the public 
school was in a bad condition and needed 
lenev.'uig, and suggesting that oak lumber 
bo used for tho passages; that tho central 
school Ijekalsomiiiedandrepainted through- 
out; that the water tank bo rsmorad alto- 
gether, also that a stopcock be placed 
inside and outside of the buildings so that 
the water may be turned on and otf dur 
ing cold weather; that tho entrance bo 
twecu the high and boys' .schools ba 
changed from a wooden floor to ouo of 
gravel with a thin coat of asphaltum; that 
tho ventilation of tho room occupied by 
the principal of the high school be improv- 
ed. In this connection tho committee 
were of opinion that the timo had 
arrived when it is expedient to 
build a new liigh school away from 
the other building thereby atlbrding 
the room .actually required by the junior 
departments; that tho water-closets be ro- 
moved from their present lodatiSn^faiid 
that jiroper privacy be provided for tho 
sexes; that a shed or outhouse, similar 
to that which the boys' now use, be 
buUb near the girls' school as a shelter 
during:.! recess on rainy days; that i)ro 
■vision be made to houiie tho jaint<-ir on 
the reserve; that an eight-foot fence be 
eroctod on the south side of the school 
grounds, BO as to shut off all connection 
with tho hack yards of private residences; 
idso that shade trees be plaited in the 
school grounds. 

DAILY ATTENDANCE. 

Teachers' reports for the month of 
Jnnuiuy showed an average daily attend- 
ance of 8!J().()1, giving aiii average of 44.80 
to e&cli teacher; increase in daily attend- 
ance over tho previous month, 13.66. 
Bills for the month of January were re- 
ceived and ordered paid if found correct. 

The lio;u'd then went into cominitteo 
of the whole to consider applications for 
the vacant position in tho fifth division •f 
the boyg' school, but adjourned without 
raakiui; any appointment.

6.— The express 
train that leftBoston at soren last evening 
mot with a beriiblo accident near Wood- 
stock on tho Central Vermont railroad at 
about 2:30 o'clock this morning. Tho 
train started from this city on timo, but 
was detained at White River Junction. 
It is said it was about an hour and a half 
late when it loft there. It consisted of a 
locomotive, baggage car, postal car, two 
passenger coaches and two sleeping cars, 
and was running ab tho usual rate of 
speed. ■ When about 200 yards south of 
the end of Deck bridge, near the old 
Windsor Station, , • 

A BROKEN RAH WAS STETTOK, 

The locomotive, baggage car and postal 
car broke away from tho rest of the train, 
passing over tho bridge in safety. Tho 
rest of the train w.is thrown from the 
rails and continued on tho roadbed until 
it came near tho end of tho bridge, but 
thoro it ran over tho abutment and all of 
the cars fell into Wliibo river, some fifty 
feet below. 

The gorge at this point is frightful, and 
when till! cars went down there was a ter- 
rible craah. As soon as possible tho de- 
tached part of the train was fitojiped and 
run back to the scone of the disaster. 
The screams of tho uijured were' heart- 
rending. Assistance .ilso canio from tho 
people living in the vicinity, and every- 
thing was done to rescue and relievo tho 
injured. Soon after help arrived it was 
discovered that a tiro had started in the 
first iiasKcnger coach and soon the entire 
train was ablaze, tliiis adding new horror 
to tho already fi ightful catastrophe.

MARRIED WOMEN'S PROPERTY. 

The ))rovision8 of tho bill introduced 
into the legislature by Mr. T. Davie en- 
titled "an act rcsiiecdng the projierty of 
married wfimon," are not a little intorost- 
ing as well as important to tho general 
public. Clause 5 provides : "Every wo- 
man who marries after tho c<inimenco- 
ment of this act shall be entitled to have 
and to hold as her separate proporty, and 
to dispose of in manner aforesaid, all*real 
and pors(Uial property which shall belong 
toiler at the time of marriage, or shall 
be acquired by or devolve upon her after 
marriage, including any wages, earnings, 
money, and ]iro]>erty gained ur acquired 
by hor in .my employm«nt,- trade, or 00- 
cupatiim in which slio is engaged, or 
which she carries on separately from her 
husband, or by tho exercise of any liter- 
ary, artistic or !ieientific skill." Tho gen- 
oral scope of the bill gives to a married 
woman tho same rights, privileges and 
liabilities thab the husband may have. 
She is rendered liable under all contracts 
respecting hor proporty in the same man- 
ner as the husband wouFd be if tho prop- 
erty woro his, and entitled hor to sue or 
bo Buod by her husband. Any pro])orty 
standing in the name of the wife is (loom- 
ed to be hers, bub the act does not 
apply to dispositions of jiroperty made 
by husbandH to their wives for tho pur- 
pose of defrauding creditors.
